Help With Schools 


Assistant School Superintendent Claude 
Purcell has urged repeal of state laws 
curbing financial participation by local 
school systems in the sharply rising costs 
of the Minimum Foundation program. 

Mr. Purcell added that local systems 
should and could contribute more to the 
state’s education bill. He has facts and 
figures, too, to back up his contention, 

With the state out of the ad valorem 
tax field, this Source of revenue is now 
left to counties and municipalities. While 
realizing that demands on counties have 
grown in all departments, their respon- 
sibility for education has grown, too. 

In giving up the ad valorem tax, the 
state’s aim was to aid counties in their 
financial problems. It removed several 
million dollars from state revenues—a 
loss that is just now being felt. 

Mr. Purcell points out that Georgia’s 


property evaluation has increased by 
$400,000,000 in the last six years. Per 
capita income has risen from $918 to 


$1,184 in the same period. 

In the six-year period, the state in- 
creased its percentage contribution to the 
school system by 171 per cent. It is 
splendid that it was able to do so through 
inaugurating the Minimum Foundation 
Program for Education financed by the 
sales tax. 

At the same time the percentage con- 
tribution by local communities to the 
school program was 70.7 per cent. More 
and more of the job has been left to the 
State. 

With present restrictions, the state 
will have to levy new taxes to carry out 
its commitments under the Minimum 
Foundation Program—if they are to be 
carried out. New state taxes are un- 
popular right now. 

Local communities should be en- 
couraged in every way possible to bear 
their share of the load for school im- 
provements. Any restrictions that deny 
them that right should be removed. 

Certainly any county or community 
that wishes to contribute more to im- 
prove its educational system should be 
permitted—even urged—to do so. The 
state has gone more than half way.

The Public Is Invited 
To Discuss the Airport 


Alderman Jesse Draper, chairman of 
the city’s aviation committee has an- 
nounced that public hearings will be held 
next week to inquire into charges that 
the Atlanta Airport is not all that it 
should be. 

The Fulton County Grand Jury Tues- 
day recommended that the airport be re- 
moved from the city’s control and turned 
over to an authority to run. The jury’s 
presentment. was critical of several phases 
of the field’s operations and suggested 
that in the hands of an authority the air- 
port would be safely above politics. 

We salute Mr. Draper and his determi- 
nation to-get to the bottom of the matter 
via the public forum method. We par- 
ticularly salute his decision to subpoena 
witnesses. Testimony of witnesses before 
@ grand jury generally is not public prop- 
erty, but testimony at the meeting will be. 

That all is not perfect in the manage- 
ment of the airport immediately is ap- 
parent to any passenger with a house- 
keeper’s eye. Judged by the wording of 
the presentment, the grand jurors them- 
selves could not agree on the cause of 
the trouble. 

From the hearings may come light, 
and then an airport whose passenger 
facilities will be a source of pride, rather 
than chagrin to Atlanta.

‘Junk Mail’? Resentment 


Growing in Intensity 


The Wall Street Journal reports that 
the Post Office Department may be pre- 
paring to revoke its 16-month-old order 
permitting distribution of mail addressed 
to “householder or patron,” despite de- 
nials. 

The Department does concede, how- 
ever, that it is an experiment, is under 
study and that its value has not been de- 
termined. 

The order, in effect, permits advertis- 
ers to get their sales messages into mail- 
boxes with third-class mailing privileges 
addressed simply to all boxholders. It re- 
lieves the advertisers of compiling their 
own mailing lists while giving them the 
traditional third-class postage rate. 

The result. of the order has been to 
flood post offices and households with so- 
called “junk mail.” It has added further 
to the post office deficits and revived 
clamor for increased postage rates all 
along the fine. It has especially irritated 

postmen and housewives who are flooded 
- with tons of unwanted mail. 

Its benefits to advertisers decrease as 
the volume grows. Increasing numbers of 
people simply refuse to look at it. Surveys

indicate that its advertising value is ques- 
tionable and does not compensate for its 
cost to the advertiser, the expense to the 
taxpayer and the irritation of the house- 
holder. 

By-all means, the order is unwise and 
should be rescinded.

Decline in Divorces Is 
Evidence of Security 


The sociologists will have a field day 
analyzing the latest vital statistic reports 
that the divorce rate is down by 40 per 
cent from 1946. Family counselors and 
those who realize that the home must re- 
main the basis of democratic society will 
point with pride to their achievements. 

Certain things seem obvious. The war 
marriages and the hasty marriages after 
the war accounted for much of the trou- 
ble. Then, too, the high marriage rate 
that followed the war was bound to end 
in a high divorce rate. 

Many of the war marriages ended in 
tragedy, as they have throughout history. 
The glamor of the uniform is not a safe 
basis for a happy marriage when all other 
factors are disregarded. 

Another great tragedy born of those 
vears is the current wave of juvenile de- 
linquency that always accompanies break- 
up of the home and family. The insecurity 
of the war years has been transferred to 
the present through the crop of insecure 
“war babies” who are now growing up. 

Although our divorce rate is still high, 
the steady decline speaks well for the 
common sense and essential morality of 
the American people.

Show Man’s Stupidity 


Now and then the news—which is the 
history of our times—piles up in such a 
fashion that the worst side of our lives is 
revealed. 

Such was the news of Monday... 
crazed mothers had killed their children; 
hunters had quarreled over a dog and 
one person had been shot down like a 
dog; every state in the union reported 
record arrests for violation of motor laws; 
fatal accidents on the highways pushed 
toward a new high; arsonists set woods, 
and houses afire; a son shot his father 
in defense of his mother’s life—these are 
but a few of the items which caused man- 
kind to appear in the very worst sort of 
light.

for funerals. Considering the argu- 
ments on both sides, I find myself 
very strongly in favor of the 
flowers for several reasons. 
(1) The suggestion of omitting 
flowers sounds very much like the 
criticism made when the precious 
ointment was poured on the head 
of Christ. 
' Notice the words of some ‘‘prac- 
tical” people there: ‘“To what pur- 
pose is this waste? For this oint- 
ment might have been sold for 
much, and given to the poor.’’ But 
Jesus approved of the expression 
of her love and said, “She hath 
wrought a good work on me.” 
(Matt. 26:6-13). 

Certainly it is needful to support 
every good cause. It is also good 
to feel sentiment and to express it. 
I think a lot of people make the 
mistake of being too practical. No 
family experiences a more difficult 
time than in the passing of a dear 
loved one, and it helps when their 
friends express their loving sym- 
pathy through a floral offering 
which conveys their feelings in a 
way that words cannot express. 

(2) If we want to be practical 
about it, we should face the fact 
that when we try to substitute 
something else for the flowers, as

usually the friends do not respond 
to it. There are many ways to 
raise money for worthy’ charities, 
but eliminating flowers at funerals 
actually proves to be very inef.

We must ever keep in mind the 
fact that there is a vast difference 
between philanthropy and_ senti- 
ment. Both are good and neither 
can take the place of the other. 
The truth is, the giving of flowers 
heips to create and keep sentiment 
alive and, if sentiment is destroyed 
it is likely philanthropy would be 
destroyed too. 

(3) Finally, when you eliminate 
flowers which have so long been a 
definite part of our) funeral serv- 
ices, it is likely you will keep on 
eliminating—the organ music, the 
miwister’s words of assurance and 
hope, the gathering of friends 
and finally the service itself. It 
would be cheaper on the family to 
eliminate everything, but who 
wants to just bury the person as 
we would an animal? As long as 
there is love in our hearts, we will 
cherish that sacred service we call 
the funeral. “‘Please omit flowers” 
is not my idea of what is best. Let 
us continue to ‘‘say it with flow- 
ers.”’ 


Independent Voter 
Is in the Majority 


WASHINGTON—The controlling political fact 
in the United States today is that neither‘ the 
Republicans nor the Democrats constitute a ma- 


jority of the voters. 


This means that in order to win a national election—say, in 1956— 
one of the parties must do better than the other in gaining the 
respect and support of the independent voter. 


For the next two years both 
parties are on the spot and be- 
cause both parties just about 
evenly divide their partisan sup- 
port, it will be the least partisan 
group of voters who will hold the 
balance of power and whose ap- 
proval will have to be earned in 
order to break the present dead- 
lock. 

This fact should exercise a con- 
siderable restraint upon the new 
Congress. It suggests, it seems to 
me, that extreme partisanship by 
either party will alienate the in- 
dependent voter because the inde- 
pendent voter is not an extreme 
partisan. 


Last month’s congressional elec- 
tions were another near political 
stand-off. The narrow majority by 
which the Republicans won the 
3rd Congress two years ago has 
been replaced by a narrow ma- 
jority by which the Democrats 
control the 84th Congress. 

But after being out of office only 
two years, the trend is with the 
Democrats and the closeness of 
the 1954 election should not ob- 
scure the fact that at every level, 
national, state and local, the move- 
ment was visibly Democratic. 

The January issue of the Demo- 
cratic Digest is perfectly accurate 
in saying that this was a “‘one- 
trend’ election, that the gains 
were all in the same direction. 
They were, but the trend gives

WASHINGTON—For the first time in a couple 
of decades—and high time, indeed—Congress will 
have an opportunity to expose the impact and

A year ago the United States 
Senate stood 48 Democrats, 47 Re- 
publicans and one Independent. It 
stands exactly the same today af- 
ter the election, although the Dem- 
ocrats won 25 out of the 38 Senate 
seats most of which they already 
held. Actually there are 48 elected 
Republicans in the Senate, includ- 
ing Sen. Morse, and if he voted 
as his constituency elected him, 
the Republicans would control the 
Senate next month. 


Although the Democrats gained 
17 seats in the House, this is below 
the average, by more than half, 
of the seats which the party out 
of power has historically won in 
mid-term elections. 


“In the last two years,” re- 
marks the Democratic Digest, 
“the Republican party’s decline 
hasn't been confined to the loss 
of congressional control. The GOP 
is plainly threatened With loss of 
the White House in 1956 unless it 
can offer the voters something 
much more attractive than it pre- 
sented in 1954.” 

When the Republican party last 
offered a presidential condidate 
he won by 6,500,000 votes. The de- 
cision before the Republican party 
today is whether it is going to 
unite behind the President or 
throw away the 1956 election.

influence of “big money’’—our industrial and financial giants— 
upon our politics and our government. 

This chance to check again into this continued story of our 
American politics comes because Democrats are in control of Con- 
gress, because they are looking for issues, because the political foes 
—the Republicans—have been and continue to be responsible for the 
management of government, and because Republicans are vulnerable. 


How much of the story we will 
get remains to be seen. We are 
not likely to get it all because big 
money plays both sides of the po- 
litical street and Democrats also 
are vulnerable and guilty of “Day- 
off’’ favors, and so will naturally 
try to play down the part of the 
Story that involves them — and 
that is quite a part in 20 years. 

We hardly will get, for exam- 
ple, anywhere near the complete 
story of how big oil operates in 
our politics; though we know al- 
ready how government protects its 
Special privileges, including the 
tax bonanza in the 2719 per cent 
depletion allowance which the big 
companies just mark off before 
they begin to figure their income 
tax. You and I get nothing of that 
sort; but we pay for that handout. 

That windfall gives the big oil 
a political ‘‘kitty’’ which it has 
been using, as we know, in lavish 
expenditures to keep its friends in 
Congress and to weed out those 
who question its special favors. 
Many of the free and easy politi- 


.cal dollars originate with the fab- 


ulous oil barons of Texas who de- 
ploy them all over the country. 
Texas, as we know, is well-en- 
trenched in the seats of power in 
the incoming Democratic Con- 


gress, and so big oil seems as- 
sured of protection from too great 
exposure. 

Once again, we should get a 
glimpse in the new Congress into 
the operations of the electric util- 
ities in politics, even if not so 
minute and detailed a view as 
that furnished by the first of the 
big business-in-politics exposes of 
that other era — the Federal 
Trade Commission’s exhaustive, 
ducumented story of utilities-in- 
politics which ran in the late 1920s 
and early 1930s. 

Congress also will get a view of 
the drift of government favors to 
big business when it receives & 
report, which is subject to its ap- 
proval, that will recommend that 
the bulk of the synthetic rubber 
plants built at taxpayers’ expense 
for World War II, be sold to the 
big rubber companies. It will be 
another chapter in the saga of our 
era — the big ones get bigger 
and the little ones are swallowed 
up or die. 

We only can hope that we get 
as much of the story as possible 
in the coming Congress. Every 
citizen ought to know who really

Nature Good Remedy 


For Common Cold 


The common cold _ usually 


lasts seven days with treatment 
and a week without. This ad- 
age still is applicable despite 
the tremendous strides made in 


pharmaceuticals. Actually, ev- 
idence tends to show that colds 
may last longer when the won- 
der drugs are used. 

The common cold probably is 


caused by not one but several 


different viruses. One type may 
be responsible for an epidemic 
in the East, another for one ‘n 
the West. Variations occur also 
from year to year, which may 
explain why immuni‘y seldom de- 
velops and vaccines have not 
proved successful. 

The causative virus is most 
active during the first few days 
of the infection. Thereafter, the 
staphylococcus or streptococcus 
takes over as a secondary in- 
vader. It is here that contro 
versy arises about the use of 
penicillin or other antibiotics. 
These products have little or no 
effect upon viruses and are of 
no value early in the disease. 

But the wonder drugs are ef- 
fective against these bacteria. 
More often than not, however, 
the victim of a cold is well on 
the road to recovery by the 
time staphylococci or strepto- 
cocci become active. 

So long as these germs be- 
have themselves there is no 
need for concern. But when 
they lead to complications such 
as bronchitis, pneumonia, or 
ear or sinus infections, the cold 
assumes a more serious aspect. 

The. role of medications in 
the common cold was studied 
by Dr. L. Martin Hardy, a Chi- 
cago pediatrician. Of a group 
of children with respiratory in- 
fections of various types, some 
received penicillin or one of 
the other antibiotics; others 
were given aspirin and used as 
controls. When the data was 
analyzed, :the control groups

Blushing is a first cousin to 
stuttering, as well as to spas- 
tic colitis and several other 
nervous effects. 


But the person who blushes 
{is more conspicuous since his 
flushed skin attracts attention. 


The cause of the redness is 
the extra blood that suddenly 
accumulates in the vessels of 
the skin when they dilate. 


Blushing is thus a natural 
reaction in an overheated per- 
son, for the body then dilates 
the blood vessels in the skin 
so the blood will cool off 
faster.

Heart Assn. 
Gives 7 Tips 
On Longevity 


The Georgia Heart Assn. offers 
seven New Year’s resolutions for 
Georgians ‘‘who want to protect 
their hearts and live longer and 
happier lives.”’ 

Dr. Ellison R. Cook III of Sa- 
vannah, president of the associa- 
tion, pointed out that deaths from 
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heart and circulatory diseases| 
generally increase about 13 per} 
cent during the cold weather) 
months. 

He said the association recom- 
mends these resolutions: 

1. Treat respiratory infections 
promptly. 

The winter increase in heart 
deaths is largely a result of the 
prevalence of pneumonia, bron- 
chitis and similar infections which 
impose a heavier-than-usual strain 
on the heart and circulatory 
system. 

2. Avoid self-diagnosis. 

The heart association advises 
a physical checkup “if you 
haven't had a health and heart 
examination during the past 
year.”’ 

3. Avoid unusual exertion. 

The association maintains that 
strenuous activity will not harm 
a healthy heart ‘“‘but irregular 
and unaccustomed exercise is a 
real threat when the heart is 
diseased.”’ 

4. Avoid . over-fatigue. | 

When you get sufficient rest, 
the work load of the heart is 
lightened. | 

5. Avoid over-weight. 

Excess weight means extra 
work: for your heart and blood 
vessels, the heart association 
points out. 

6. Avoid worry. , 

Dottors in the Georgia Heart 
Assn. stress: *‘Don’t burden your 
heart with needless worry. Wor- 
rying neither cures nor prevents 
anything.”’ 

7. Support the work of the heart 
association. 

The Georgia Heart Assn. needs 
the ‘‘suppdért of everyone” since 
diseases of the heart and circula- 
tion are responsible for nearly 
52 per cent of all deaths—or, 
about 800,000 deaths yearly in the 
United States.

Of Taxpayers 


Tax collectors and receivers will 
not be sent to outlying areas to 
take tax returns in 1955, Tax Com- 
missioner T. E. Suttles said Tues- 
day.

The note in the morning mail came too late for us to do 
any of the small neighborly things with which friends ease some 
of the pain of a death in the family. All we could do was read 
the words helplessly: 

‘Mr. Mann, Boatwright passed on Friday night and was 
buried at Nine Mile Sunday.”’ 

We didn’t know Mr. Mann Boatwright intimately but we 
know his children and grandchildren pretty well. They are our 
closest neighbors and good friends up at Holly Creek in the 
mountains and Old Mr. Boatwright was a sort of a symbol of the 
indestructibility of the rugged hill country and its citizens. 

He was born 93 years ago on the land where he died and he 
had lived there all of his life except for what he came to regard 
as 23 ‘‘wasted years.”’ 


One time when I went by to visit him Mr. Boatwright told 
me about those years. Like a great many young men in the 
period following the Civil War he went to Texas to seek his for- 
tune, leaving the green, fertile land which was his inheritance 
behind. 


“Texas was all right,’’ he told me. ‘‘Texas was fine. But 
it wasn't no place to live.’ 

So he came back to the Georgia mountains and there he 
lived out the rest of his life in the little white house with the 
hand-riven shingles in a small valley with the mountains lifting 
their blue-green hulks about him. A big oak tree shaded and 
sheltered his roof, a clear little stream rippled through his fields 
and yard, watering his stock and refreshing his spirit. A spring 
bubbled up clear and sweet near the roots of the oak tree, cool- 
ing his milk and butter and providing water for his family. 

We used to see him sitting in his whéel chair on the front 
porch when we passed going to Holly Creek for a visit and he 
would lift his gnarled, frail hand in greeting. 

He had said, ‘‘Enjoy the mountains. I used to walk over ever 
bit of these mountains when I was a boy and it meant a lot to 
fne. Be free to enjoy the mountains.”’ 

His life covered such a span of history. Victoria was on the 
throne of England when he was born. Abraham Lincoln had just 
been inaugurated President of the United States. Montana and 
Nebraska and Oklahoma and Wyoming and Utah.had not entered 
the Union. Atlanta was nowhere near as big as little Eton, over 
the mountain, is today. Indians had just left neighboring hills. 
The stillness had not been shattered by the lonely, plaintive cry 
of the steam engine, nor the air poisoned by the exhaust of 
automobiles. The automobile and the electric light were slow to 
come to the mountains and I sometimes wonder what Old Mr. 
Boatwright thought and felt when he saw the first airplane 
cleave the blue sky over Old Grassy. 


Perhaps Mr. Boatwright didn’t see a lot of world history. 
He saw boys go off to four different wars—the Civil War, the 
Spanish-American War and two World Wars. But he lived out 
snuch of his life remote from the daily history-making crises 
which assault most of us. He plowed his land’and tended his 
stock, knowing and caring little about what was going on in 
Washington or Paris or London. Sometimes his battery radio 
worked and sometimes it didn’t and I doubt that he was ever 
able to go over Mulberry Gap with his son, Chris, and his fam- 
ily to watch television. 


But I envy him the things he did see—the hundreds of 
misty spring mornings with the sun breaking through like shafts 
of gold over the mountain, the deep blue twilights, the sudden 
showers and long, bright summer days when the corn leaped 
like a living thing in the bottomland. I envied him the autumns 
he “has. seen with the hills ablaze,with gold and scarlet and 
winters when the snow covered the mountains and the deer came 
nosing about his house. . 

We were saddened by news of Old Mr. Boatwright’s death 
but it’s really a pointless feeling. After all, he died at home and 
was buried at Nine Mile Church—and Tt am sure he would have 
asked nothing better.

To reduce successfully; it is 
important not only to have a 
goal, but to keep it vividly in 
mind. This principle is psycho- 
logically sound, giving your 
mind a blueprint on which to 
work. In reducing, the ultimate 
geal is often many: months dis- 
tant, so it is helpful to move 
toward that goal in steps. In 
short, have a near objective, 
such as the next smaller dress 
size. This sustains interest. 

In a recent column, our dis- 
heartened overweight who 
weighs 234 pounds wears size 
44. The doctor has urged her to 
bring her weight down to at 
least 180 pounds. At that weight, 
since she is fairly tall, she will 
be able to wear a size 20 dress. 
In her wardrobe she has sizes 
20 and 18. 


SLOW AT FIRST 


Instead of concentrating on 
losing the lump sum of M 
pounds, this overweight should 
aim first at losing 16 pounds in 
the next two months. She will 
then be able to wear size 42 
easily. She has some 42's on 
hand. When she can slip into 
those 42's with room to spare, 
another dozen pounds off will 
allow her to wear size 40, altered 
slightly upwards. Her first new 
dress then should be size 40, and 
she should buy only one inex- 
pensive dress in that size. 

So that all of you will know 
the approximate number of 
pounds that stand between you 
and your next smaller size, here 
it is: There are 10 to 16 pounds 
between standard dress sizes, 
depending on stature. In’ small 
sizes, there is a 10 to 12-pound

difference; medium sizes 12 to |: 
14 pounds and in large sizes |: 
there are 16 pounds from one 
size to the next.

If you are crowd- 
ing the seams of your present 
size, you will need to take off 
the standard number of pounds, 
and perhaps an extra 3 to 5 
‘ pounds before you fit the smaller 
size. There are just as many 
pounds between sizes coming 
down as there were going up!

One of the prepared mixes 
will do fine. Cook pancakes at 
the table or make in the kitch- 
en and keep them warm: with 
a towel.

SAUSAGE APPLE ROLL-UPS 

1 pound pork sausage links

1. Place sausages in cold skil- 
let: cook slowly over low heat, 
turning often, until brown and 
crisp.

You may like the 
combination of one cup of 
strained honey, one-half cup 
maple syrup, and four table- 
spoons of: butter heated over 
hot water, with one teaspoon 
cinnamon added. 

Stuff large steamed prunes 
with a piece of cheddar cheese, 
wrap in half slice of uncooked 
bacon, skewered on with a 
wooden pick. Broil or cook on 
a broiler pan in a hot oven 
until the bacon is crisp. Try 
serving these in place of the 
sausages.
